The Best and 
The Worst of Pick 

A reader recently called us to discuss the 
merits of the Pick operating system. His 
installation was using a machine running Pick, 
but he was considering converting to an IBM 
System/38 for various reasons, and he wanted 
to know if we had any opinions on which 
system would best meet his needs. Much of 
the conversation that ensued revolved around 
the "good" and "bad" features of the two 
operating systems. 

After the call was over and our reader had 
hung up, we realized that a discussion of 
some of the good points and bad points of the 
Pick operating system might make an 
interesting column in Pragma's Product 
Profiles. 

The Pick system has been a fairly successful 
product, but it's far from perfect. Just what 
are the very best and very worst features of 
the Pick operating system? What follows are 
the three best and the three worst, as far as 
we're concerned. What's your opinion? 

The best thing about the Pick operating 
system is that... 

1. It is a fast and efficient timesharing 
system. Of all the things the Pick operating 
system does well, the thing it does best is 
efficiently support multiple users on one 
machine. All other operating systems seem 
to gobble up enormous hardware resources 
trying to simultaneously support only a 
handful of terminals, while requiring fixed 
memory partitions and other such nonsense. 
The elegant use of a demand-paged, virtual 
memory architecture is what lets Pick 
achieve its superior performance, and it's 
surprising that more vendors haven't used that 
type of memory addressing scheme in their 
products. While it's true that a poorly 
programmed Pick machine can be terribly 
inefficient and execute just as slowly as any 
other system, a Pick system programmed with

forms, slave printers, and so on. However, 
one drawback in the design of the spooler is 
that it juggles everything inside its own 
secret data structures, and not in standard 
files that would allow easy access by custom 
programs. 



The worst thing about the Pick operating 
system is that... 


1. There is no input processor. Undoubtedly 
the biggest embarassment in the Pick 
operating system is that, although it has a 
very well defined data retrieval and report 
generation language for pulling data out of a 
data base, there is no standard language or 
processor for putting data into the data base. 
Instead, programmers must provide custom 
input programs using BASIC. It seems almost 
ridiculous that the Pick system should on the 
one hand have an elaborate tool for generating 
output, and at the same time not have even 
the simplest form of an input processor to 
complement the output system.

2. The software is implemented in a very low 
level language. The fact that the Pick 
operating system is not implemented using a 
high level language means that the system is 
hard to support and enhance. Because the 
inner workings of an assembly language 
operating system like Pick are usually obscure 
and difficult to understand, the operating 
system tends to evolve and improve much 
more slowly than one written in a high level 
language. It is never well documented or 
understood. It constantly has bugs appearing 
and reappearing, especially whenever it is 
transported to a new machine. The Pick 
system can be very frustrating to 
programmers who try to extend its 
capabilities, especially when left only with 
interface mechanisms like the infamous, 
clumsy, non-symbolic, numeric user mode 
addresses that are the only gateways to the 
internals of the Pick system.

3. Data dictionaries and update programs have 
to be separately and manually maintained. 
Although the dictionaries in the Pick filing 
system are the perfect place for defining the 
contents and structure of files, they really 
don't do a complete job. This is 
demonstrated by the fact that if a dictionary 
definition is edited in order to change the 
attribute number of a field in a file, the 
programmer must also then adjust every 
program that reads or writes that field in 
order to make sure all programs take the new 
attribute number into account. A better 
implementation would make this kind of 
manual software maintenance unnecessary. 
Instead, all update programs should 
automatically refer to the appropriate
